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Missouri River Flooding Status 


Portions of the Mississippi River soanning from Keokuk, lowa down to 
Winfield Lock and Dam 25, Missouri are expected to experience 
moderate flooding in the near future. 


Most of Missouri has received 0-0.5 inches of precipitation, with the 
Bootheel receiving 0-3.0 inches of rainfall over the past seven days. 


A majority of Missouri is forecast to receive 0.01-0.25 inches of 
precipitation over the next seven days. 


The 10-14 Day Precipitation Outlook predicts mostly near normal 
precipitation conditions with a band of leaning below normal 
precipitation conditions covering the portions of the Mississippi River 
currently predicted to flood in northeast Missouri.
